Back to the'Old Time 


Congress Kills Daylight Saving Law; Senate Follows Home in 


Overriding President's Rejection of Repeal 


Repeal of the daylight-saving act has been accomplished. The senate 


voted to sustain the house in passing the repeal measure over President 
Wilson's yeto. The vote wag 67 to 19. 


The repeal of the law, which now takes its place among the very few 


which have been passed over a presidential veto, becomes effective after 
the clocks are turned back to normal in October. It will go down in legis- 
lative history as one of the very few measures which twice have been 
vetoed by a president a»d become law by the vote of'more than two-thirds 
in both houses of congress. 


Agitation for repeal of the daylight-saving law first came from 


farmers, but recently was buttressed by labor unions, mothers' clubs, rural 
school authorities, and many other interests. 


Urban opinion also became divided and officials of many cities and 


smaller towns demanded repeal. Congress was flooded with petitions for 
repeal and with petitions urging retention of the statute. 


Loss of tune in farm labor was the principal objection raised to the 


law. This complaint came principally from farmers employing "hired 
hands." Opponents of the law declared all farmers, at some time during 
the summer season, are employers of labor and suffered from the law. 


The complaint of lo.-s of labor was based principally on the shorten- 


ing of the working day on the farm by the ad\ancing of the clock one 
hour from March to October. 


The fanners declared they could not adjust farm work to the 


advanced tune because, with the clock advanced an hour, farm work could 
not be bepin a* early in the morning as under the normal time schedule 
and must close an hour earlier.

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Keeping at it is the only way 'o 


dear the chicken houses of mites. 
Mites are brought by pigeons, by spar- 
row s and by the neglect of just a lit- 
tle time and care. They breed by the 
million in droppings and neglected lit- 
ter; they hide in the crevices and 
cracks of the house, coming out at 
night to .sap the strength of the flock 
and to drive them out of the henhou.sc. 


One cleaning and whitewashing of 


the house will not sol v the problem; 
It should be repeated every two weeks 
to keep ahead of the pests. If the 
house is kept cleaned up, if the mov- 
able furniture is taken out and suunod 
and washed off with scalding suds 
every other washday, there will be lit- 
tle chance of multiplication of mites. 


Kero.se»e emulsion is a good spray 


for poultry buildings. To make this, 
shaxe one-half pound of hard soap into 
one gallon of soft water and boil the 
mixture until the soap Is dissolved. 
Then remove it to a safe distance from 
the fire and stir into it at once, while 
still hot. two gallons of kerosene. The 
re&nlt is a thick, creamy emulsion. 
Dilute this stock mixture with ten 
parts of soft water and apply as n 
spray or with a brush, being careful 
to work it into all cracks crevices and 
joints of the building. 


Perversions of English

John Rivers points out how many 


"perversions" of English are used in 
common speech. 


Thus "exterminate," which properly 


means "to drive out," or "banish," Is 
now used as nn equivalent of "extir- 
pate" In the sense of "to destroy ut- 
terly." "Trivial," which really means 
"trite" or "hackneyed," as when Bacon 
writes, "These conceits which are now 
trivial were then new," has been as- 
similated In sense to "trifling." "Rest- 
ive," which should mean "given to 
resting" or "stopping," has from Its 
resemblance to "restless" acquired that 
word's meaning. In like manner the 
phrase "to demean oneself," a transla- 
tion of the old French se demener, Is 
now generally used In the sense of "to 
degrade oneself;" and the word "de- 
file" from the French defiler, "to march 
in line," has received the meaning of 
the Anglo-Saxon "beflle, to make foul." 


"Prejudicial" has come to be coex- 


tensive with "harmful;" "unique" and 
'singular" with "remarkable." 


A careful writer will not say that 


the heat is "phenomenal" unless he 
means that It is not real. He will not 
use the word "pessimistic" and "op- 
timistic" as equivalents of "despond- 
ent" and "hopeful" respectively. Nor 
will he speak of an "egregious-fool" 
unless he means a "distinguished buf- 
foon." It would also be a distinct gain 
to the language if we could agree to 
rescue the word "impertinent" from 
the results of its unfortunate entan- 
lement in the popular mind with the 
word "impudent," and restore it to its 
precise meaning as the opposite of 
pertinent."—World's Work.

This genus has no 
representatives In America.

Our Common Number Symbols 


Originated in Europe and Were 


Transmitted t» Persians 


The origin of our common number 


symbols has never been clearly estab- 
lished, but until recently all writers 
agreed that these symbols were trans- 
mitted to Europe by the Arabs, who 
had obtained them from India. It is 
•very interesting to note that available 
data relating to the origin of our com- 
mon number symbols have been care- 
fully re-examined by Carra de Vaux. 
Among the most surprising results are 
the following: 
Our common number 


symbols originated in Europe and from 
there were transmitted to the Per- 
Maii'-. Both Indm and Arabia received 
them from Persia, so that the common 
term Hindoo-Arabic numerals is de- 
cidedly misleading. The common nu- 
merals did not come from letters of 
the alphabet, but were formed directly 
for the purpose of representing num- 
bers.

Bfiars by Indian Huntsmen 


Among the sports of India is the 


capturing of bears, and to this end 
furious means are sometimes devised. 
For example, four or five sturdy men 
are armed, two with long spears 
rross-barred on the handles close to 
the sharp two-edged blade, and two 
or three with ten-foot bamboos, of 
which the ends are smeared with bird- 
limp. These hunters sally forth with 
dogs before dawn. They pacs along 
1he base of the hills with the fresh 
morning wind blowing up the plains 
below. Should the hunter be lucky It 
Is not long before the dogs find the 
bear. The dogs are slipped and -dis- 
appear in the semi-darkness. 
Soon 


their roaring and growling indicate 
that they have found the game. The 
hunters run jip to the spot where the 
bear is fighting with the dogs. The 
men with the limed poles poke the 
bear in the ribs anil adroitly twist the 
ends in its long hair, thus holding it 
fast on each flank. The spearmen com- 
plete the operation by repeated spear 
thrusts.

Place 
the frying pan over a slow fire an<5 
stir until the mixture turns a golden 
brown ; then add the almonds and 
stir it briskly until well jnixed; 
spread them quickly over the bottom 
of the pastry. Fill the shell with a 
custard, using three eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and two cupfuls ol 
milk. Bake until the custard is firm ; 
cover with a merincue flavored with 
almond and serve cold.

MENACE TO EUROPE 


Next to Underfeeding It Is the 


Main Cause of Terrible 


Death Rate. 


DISEASE IS FAST INCREiSING 


Vermin Thrive While Disinfectants 


and Aids to Cleanliness Are Lack- 


ing—Galicia, the Ukraine and 


Hungary Are Most Infected. 


Berne, Switzerland.—"Lack of soap 


and of all aids to cleanliness is the 
main cause, after underfeeding, of the 
appalling 'death rate from disease in 
central Europe generally," said a dis- 
tinguished physician who had just 
been traveling through these regions. 
Everywhere in Austria, Hungary, Po- 
land, Bohemia, Russia and even Ger- 
many, typhoid, spotted, typhus, dysen- 
tery, scurvy and tuberculosis have 
increased; and modern hygiene is now 
unable to localize these scourges be- 
cause of lack of disinfectants, linen 
and soap and, above all, of disinfect- 
ing stoves or chambers, in which sol- 
diers' clothes can be placed and kept 
at 
a temperature which kills all 


vermin. 


The most disease-infected regions 


on the continent now are Galicia, the 
Ukraine and Hungary. In these coun- 
tries 
thousands of soldiers meet— 


Russians returning home from Ger- 
many ; Austrian?, Hungarians and Ger- 
mans returning from Russia; Croa- 
tians and Serbs going southward, and 
Poles going northward. 


Soldiers in Shocking State. 


Dr. F. Blr.nchod, a 
French-Swiss, 


who recently visited Budapest on be- 
half of the Geneva Red Cross and 
spent some time in a military depot 
there, where an attempt, at any rate, 
is made to receive all these different 
soldiers as they pass through, sort 
them out into their different nationali- 
ties and at the same time rid them of 
vermin, describes them as being clad 
In rags and animals' skins, 
chiefly 


sheepskins or goatskins, and wearing 
greasy skin caps on their beads, their 
feet and legs being bandaged up in 
rags and untannecl leather. Not one

The recent upheaval In Italian eco­ 
nomics when the government ordered 
prices of foodstuffs and clothing re­ 
duced 50 per cent has begun its re­ 
action, and the factor affected most 
is the housekeeper. 
She must start 
to market at seven o’clock In the morn­ 
ing, and is forced to hurry from one 
stoi’e to another. To obtain a piece 
of meat usually takes two hours. To 
obtain bread about an hour, eggs 
two hours, vegetables, one hour and a 
half and canned goods about an hour. 


The housekeeper’s day starts by 
placing herself at the back of a long 
line of waiting customers. The line 
sometimes extends for a half block, 
guarded by armed carabineers. When 
the buyer is permitted to enter the 
store she finds inside a scramble for 


all sorts of commodities. Guards are 
stationed there to prevent any mis­ 
chief. 1 If she obtains what she wants 
she is lucky. 


She treads over the streets a whole 
morning, searching for the things for 
lunch and then in the afternoon must 
start on the hunt again for food. If 
she is looking for butter she is usually 
thankful to go away with a can ol 
American ‘'bully beef.” 


It often happens that her family 
must miss a meal, but that is~usually 
overlooked. 
It is too evident on ev­ 
ery hand. 


Housekeepers sometimes watch a 
car of produce unloaded at the rail­ 
road station and follow the motor­ 
trucks to the store, where the pro­ 
duce will be sold. When a carload of 
eggs arrived the other day, »women 
clung to the trucks carrying the eggs 
to stores, while others ran alongside. 
At the stores the clerks stood in the 
doorways and handed out the eggs, 
three only to a customer. 
Some cus­ 
tomers reached over others’ heads 
with their lmts, while others pushed 
aside the weaker ones. 


Servants take their rest days by 
telling the housekeeper they are go­ 
ing for a day or two. They come back 
when it suits them. The days of those 
••perfect Italian servants,” as Ameri­ 
cans used to call them, have passed, 
and a housekeeper is lucky to have 
a servant at all.

piercing the blue sky to a height of 
almost three miles, while its base cov-

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ers a hundred square miles of territory. 
Its Isolation, standing alone as It does 
instead of in a range, makes its mighti­ 
ness all the more impressive. 


Uncle Sam created a national park 
around it and thus preserved it as one 
of our greatest sights, so we can all go 
and .see it and wonder for ourselves. 


Like all volcanoes, Rainier built up 
Its cone from the material thrown ouj 
from its interior. But a terrific explo­ 
sion destroyed its conelike top and 
greatly reduced its height. It has not 
been In eruption for nearly 50 years, 
though steam jets sometimes melt the 
snow at its summit and hot springs 
flow from Its base. 


Twenty-eight glaciers, born from the 
snow which covers tho mountain, ra­ 
diate from its peak and form one of 
the largest known glacial systems. 
From these great Ice fields there natur­ 
ally lead off numerous streams and 
rivers which find their way, through 
Leautlful canyons, to the lower alti­ 
tudes. Below the glaciers, in an open 
space which circles the mountain, grow 
millions of gorgeous wild flowers, pre­ 
senting a beautiful spectacle as well as 
a marvelous contrast to

snow 
above. Below the flowers are dense 
and immense forests of fir, spruce and 
cedar.

Serious damage to alfalfa by the 


green clover worm has been reported 
to the United States department of 
agriculture from several parts of the 
eastern half of the Doited States, 
where this pest is distributed general- 
ly. Although for many years it has 
been known to occur commonly on 
clover and has received Its popular 
name from this fact, its Injury to this 
crop has rarely been sufficiently seri- 
ous to justify control measures. 
It 


usually confines its attacks to legum- 
inous crops, such as alfalfa, clover, 
soy beans, cowpeas, and vetch, but 
sometimes feeds on strawberries and 
blackberry plants and some common 
weeds. 


Best Control Measures. 


The best control measure consists In 


timely cutting of the alfalfa crop, so 
as to remove the food supply when 
the caterpillars of this insect are most 
abundant. Clean culture is also rec-

ommended, and when outbreaks are 
particularly bad the use of the hopper- 
dozer is advisable. 


There are three or four generations 


of the green clover worm a season, ac- 
cording to the bulletin, which allows 
ample lime for the insect to increase 
greatly in a summer. The caterpillars 
are killed in considerable numbers by 
natural insect 
enemies, 
but 
this 


method of control can not be relied 
upon for protection of the 
alfalfu 


crop. Tlie alfalfa should be mowed 
when the insect is In the caterpillar 
or worm stage—from ten days to 
three weeks after the time of the ap- 
pearance of the moths in great abun- 
dance. To insure success the field 
should be left as clean and bare as 
possible in order to remove the food 
supply and any shelter protecting 
them from the direct rays of the sun, 
which hastens their destruction. 


Clear Fields of Insects. 


If these measures can not be carried 


out without injury to the alfalfa, 
either from premature cutting or too 
prolonged delay, wait until the alfalfa 
Is ready for another cutting. It ought 
to be possible, however, before the 
summer is passed, to clear the fields 
of this insect In this manner. 


In the eastern states premature cut- 


ting often results In permanent injury 
to alfalfa, especially while it is young, 
and for this reason the cutting of this 
crop much in advance of the normal 
period is not recommended. 


As the caterpillar feeds on many 


different plants, ditch banks and fence 
rows should be kept free from weeds. 


The caterpillars have been caught 


readily by dragging a field with a hop- 
perdozer, such as la used for grass- 
hopper outbreaks. It does not hurt the 
alfalfa when not used to excess, and 
will catch many injurious insects. 


EARLY FRUITS MOST DESIRED 


Light Soils With Southern Exposure 


Are Best Adapted for Purpose- 


Liable to Injury. 


Early fruits are usually most de- 


Blrable, and light soils, with southern 
exposure, are best adapted for that 
purpose. Light soils, however, require 
heavy fertilizing and more mulch In 
summer. They are also more liable 
to injury to drought. As a rule, they 
produce lighter crops. If clay soil Is 
used for early berries, it must be well 
drained, is more difficult to prepare, 
matures lator orop<!, and is not so fa- 
vorable for winter protection. If earll- 
oess is not a consideration, then one 
should not hesitate to use any soil, 
provided it can be made rich.

The particular 
ntllity of the results obtained arises 
from the fact that the flock is handled 
just as are all similar bands of sheep 
In the hands of Wyoming stockmen. 


Experiments are being conducted to 


develop a type of sheep more suitable 
to the western range conditions than 
the types now prevalent. It is hoped 
to extend this work in both mutton 
conformation and length and weight of 
fleece.

RAISE MORE BREEDING SOWS 


Remarkable Evidence of Expansive 


Power of Swine Numbers in 


Practical Farming. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture ) 


Even greater than the record num- 


ber of breeding sows on farms in the 
United States a year ago, the number 
on April 1 this year reached the un- 
precedented total of 9,970,000, accord- 
Ing to the bureau of crop estimates, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. While the average gain for the 
whole country over last year is only 
0.3 per cent there were gains greater 
than this In most of the states and as 
high as 8 per cent in California. Di- 
minished numbers in the great swine 
states of Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Louisiana and Oklahoma are sufficient 
to leave barely a gain to the United 
States as a whole.

KEEP MANURE UNDER COVER 


Amount of Moisture In Pile Can Be 


Regulated Much Without 


Danger of Leaching. 


The advantage of keeping manure 


under cover, whether piled on the 
ground or in pit, is that the amount of 
moisture in the pile can be artificially 
regulated and with less dang«- of 
leaching than if it lies on the ground. 
In the open pit, surplus of moisture 
can not result in loss through leaching, 
but unless water or liquid manure is 
pumped frequently over the pile it 
will flre fang through heating. With 
both leaching and heating guarded 
against, manure can be kept for con- 
siderable periods without serious de- 
terioration In fertility. However, it is 
always best to get manure onto the 
fields and under the surface as soon as 
practical. The best place f«c manure 
to rot Is in the soli. 


RYE IS READJLY PRESERVED 


Resulting Silage Is Not Satisfactory 


Because Plant Is Not Highly 


Palatable. 


Rye may be preserved readily In the 


silo, but the resulting silage Is not 
very satisfactory on account of Its not 
being palatable. For best results It 
should be put into the silo In tho blos- 
soming stage or even earlier. In /eed-

Individual records are kept on the 
government sheep ranch relative to the 
weight of fleece, length of fleece, char­ 
acter of fleece, fineness of fiber and 
mutton quality of each animal, while 
detailed account Is maintained of the 
offspring of eaclr ewe.

It ought 
to bo possible, however, before the 
summer Is passed, to clear the fields 
of this insect In this manner. 


In the eastern states premature cut» 
ling often results In permanent Injury 
to alfalfa, especially while It Is young, 
and for this reason the cutting of tills 
crop much In advance of the normal 
period Is not recommended. 


As the caterpillar feeds on many 
different plants, ditch banks and fence 
rows should bo kept free from weeds. 


Tho caterpillars have been caught 
readily by dragging n field with a hop- 
perdozer, such as ia used for grass­ 
hopper outbreaks.

EARLY FRUITS MOST DESIRED 


(Prepared by the U n i t e d States Depart­

Early fruits are usually most de­ 
sirable, and light soils, with southern 
exposure, are best adapted for that 
purpose. Light soils, however, require 
heavy fertilizing and more mulch In 
summer.

The advantage of keeping manure 
under cover, whether piled on the 
ground or in pit, is that the amount of 
moisture In the pile can be artificially 
regulated and with less danger of 
leaching than if it lies on the ground. 
In the open pit, surplus of moisture 
can not result In loss through leaching, 
but unless water or liquid manure is 
pumped frequently over the pile it 
will fire fang through heating. 
With 
both leaching and heating guarded 
against, manure can be kept for con­ 
siderable periods without serious de­ 
terioration In fertility. However, it is 
always best to get manure onto the 
fields and under the surface as soon as 
practical. The best place fof manure 
to rot is in the soil.

to keep ahead of the pests. 
If the 
house is kept cleaned up. if the mov- 
able furniture Is taken out and sunned 
and washed off with scalding suds 
every other washday, there will be lit- 
tle chance of multiplication of mites. 


Kerosene emulsion is a good spray 
for poultry buildings. 
To make this, 
shave one-half pound of hard soap into 
one gallon of soft Water and boil the 
mixture until the soap Is dissolved. 
Then remove It to a safe distance from 
the fire and stir into it at once, while 
still hot, two gallons of kerosene. 
The 
result is a thick, creamy emulsion. 
Dilute this stock mixturo Avith ten 
parts of soft water and apply as a 
spray or with a brush, being careful 
to work it into all cracks, crevices and 
joints of the building.

Our Common Number Symbols 
Originated in Europe and Were 
Ti'ansmitted 
Persians 


The origin of our common number 
symbols has never been clearly estab 
llshed, but until recently all writers 
agreed that these symbols were trans- 
mitted to Europe by the Arabs, who 
had obtained them from India. 
It is 
very Interesting to note that available 
data relating to the origin of our com- 
mon number symbols have been care 
fully re-examinecl by Carra do Vaux. 
Among the most surprising results are 
the following: 
Our common number 
symbols originated in Europe and from 
there were transmitted to the Per- 
sians. Both India and Arabia received 
them from Persili, so tliat the common 
tei'm Hindoo-Arabic numerals is de- 
cidedly misleading.

merals did not come from letters of 
(he alphabet, but were formed directly 
for the purpose of representing num- 
bers.

Borne, Switzerland.—"Lííck of soap 
and of all aids to cleanliness Is the 
main cause, after underfeeding, of the 
appalling Uleath rate' from disease in 
central Europe generaUy," said a dis- 
tinguished 
physician 
who had 
just 
been traveling through those regions. 
Everywhere in Austria, Hungary, Po- 
land, Bohemia, Russia and even Ger- 
many, typhoid, spotted, typhus, dysen- 
tery, 
scurvy 
and 
tuberculosis 
have 
increased; and modern hygiene is now 
unable to localize these scourges be- 
cause of lack of disinfectants, linen 
and soap and, above all, of disinfect- 
ing stoves or chambers, in which sol- 
diers' clothes can be placed and kept 
at 
a 
temperature 
which 
kills 
all 
vermin. 


The most disease-Infected 
regions 
on the continent now are Galicia, the 
Ukraine and Hungavy. In these coun- 
tries 
thousands 
of soldiers 
meet— 
Russians i-eturning home from Ger- 
many; Austrians, Hungarians and Ger- 
mans returning from Russia; 
Croa- 
tians and Serbs going southward, and 
Poles going northward. 


Soldiers in Shocking State. 
' 
Dr. F. Blr.nchod, a 
French-Swiss, 
who recently visited Budapest on be- 
half of the Geneva Red Cross and 
spent some time in a military depot 
there, where an attempt, at any rate, 
is made to receive all these difCerent 
soldiers as they pass through, sort 
them out into their different nationali- 
ties and at the same time rid them of 
veinnin, describes them as being clad 
In rags and animals' 
skins, 
chiefly 
sheepskins or goatskins, and wearing 
greasy skin caps on their heads, their 
feet and legs being bandaged up in 
rags and untanned leather. 
Not one 
of them has now any sort of uniform, 
and as many Russians, after years of 
captivity In Germany have leai'ned to 
speak German and many Hungarians 
have learned Russian they contrive to 
pass themselves off as belonging to 
whatever nationality best suits them 
for the time being. 
It is impossible, 
therefore, really to sort them, or to 
know where they belong. 


All these unfortunate and filthy men 
are, in plain English, covered with lice, 
which are tlie sole propagators of 
spotted typhus. Many of them do their 
best to avoid going near any military 
depot which has means of disinfection, 
because their wretched rags, once put 
into the disinfecting chamber, simply 
fall to pieces, and as there is no fresh 
clothing to give them in exchange, tliey 
feel themselves worse off than before, 
Many of these men leave the depot 


wearing nothing but their sheepskins 
or overcoats, any apology for under- 
clothing which they may have had hav- 
ing been destroyed In the process of 
disinfection. 
So anxious are some of 
them to avoid being examined or hav- 
ing 
their 
clothes 
disinfected 
that 
very oftgii when a train of repatriated 
soldiers arrives at Budapest, Vienna 
or some other place the soldiers begin 
to jump off It as soon as it slackens 
down before arriving at the railway 
station; and tlius they enter a city 
without the authorities knowing, and, 
of course, spread their lice and their 
disease. 


Some of the men were already suf- 
fering from spotted typhus while on 
Uieir journey, and had, of course, in- 
fected others. It is. indeed, often im- 
possible to diagnose the disease unless 
a man's skin has first been thoroughly 
washed with soap. 
Matters are still 
further complicated because a soldier 
as a rule will .not say that he is ill un- 
til he can no longer crawl about. 
The 
hospitals are overcrowded with dis- 
eased men lying on gray paper sheets 
which, of course, cannot 
be 
either 
washed or boiled. 
There are not even 
bandages with which to dross the gan- 
grenous sores which often accompany 
spotted typhus. They, too, are dressed 
after a fashion with paper.

tients have neither blankets nor eider- 
down quilts, nor even shirts to sleep

Rome,—Seven hours of each day of 
the Italian housekeeper must be de- 
voted to buying food. The problems 
of the ordinary American housekeep- 
er pale Into insignificance everi with 
their troublesome servants when com- 
pared to the Italian. 
Domestic serv- 
ants' strikes ,in Italy are chronic. 


The recent upheaval in Italian eco- 
nomics when the government ordered 
prices of foodstuffs and clothing re- 
duced 50 per cent has begun its re- 
action, and the factor affected most 
is the housekeeper, 
Slie must start 
to market at seven o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and Is forced to, hurry from one 
stoi'e to another. 
To obtain a piece 
of moat usually takes two hours. 
To 
obtain 
bread 
about 
an 
hour, 
eggs 
two hours, vegetables, one hour and a 
half and canned goods about an hour. 


The 
housekeeper's 
day 
starts 
by 
placing herself at the back of a long 
line of waiting customers. 
The line 
sometimes extends for a half block, 
guarded by armed carabineers, When 
the buyer is permitted to enter the 
store she finds Inside a scramble fur 


all sorts of commodities. 
Guards are 
stationed there to prevent any mis- 
chief.' If she obtains wliat she wants 
she is lucicy. 


She treads over the streets a whole 
morning, searching for the thi'ngs for 
lunch and then in the afternoon must 
start on the hunt again -for food. If 
she is looking for butter she is usually 
thankful to go away with a can ol 
American "bully beef." 


It often happens that her family 
must miss a meal, but that is-ufiually 
overlooked. 
It is too evident on ev- 
ery hand. 


Housekeepers sometimes watch 
a 
car of produce unloaded at the rail- 
road station and follow the 
motor- 
trucks to the store, where the pro- 
duce will he sold. 
When a carload of 
eggs arrived the other day, »women 
clung to the trucks carrying the eggs 
to stores, while others ran alongside. 
At the stores the clerks stood in the 
doorways and handed out the eggs, 
three only to a customer. 
Some cus- 
tomers 
reached 
over 
others' 
heads 
with their hats, while others pushed 
aside tlie weaker ones. 


Servants take their rest days by 
telling the housekeeper they are go- 
ing for a day or two. 
They come back 
when it suits them. The days of thoso 
"perfect Italian servants," as Ameri- 
cans used to call them, have pansed, 
and a housekeeper is lucky to havo 
a servant at all.

SeriOQS damage to alfalfa by the 
greeu cloTer worm has been reported 
to the United States dt^purtment of 
agriculture from several parts of the 
east<irn Iialf of 
tho United 
States, 
where this peat Is distributed general- 
ly. Although for many years It has 
been known to occur commonly on 
clover and has received Its popular 
name from this fact. Its Injury to this 
crop has rarely been sufllclently seri- 
ous to justify control measures. 
It 
usually confine» Us attacks to legum- 
inous crops, sucli as alfalfa, clover, 
soy beans, cowpeas, and vetch, but 
sometimes feeds on strawberries and 
blackberry plants and some common 
weeds. 


Best Control Measures. 


The best control measure consists In 
timely cutting of the alfalfa crop, so 
as to remove the food supply when 
the caterpillars of this Insect arc most 
abundant.

ommended, and when outbreaks are 
particularly bad the use of the hopper- 
dozer Is advisable. 


There are three or four generations 
of the green clover worm a season, ac- 
cording to the bulletin, which allows 
ample time for the Insect to increase 
greatly In a summer. The caterpillars 
are killed In considerable numbers by 
natural 
Inscct 
enemies, 
but 
this 
method of control can not be relied 
upon for protection of tho alfalfa 
crop. 
The alfalfa should be mowed 
when the Insect is In the caterpillar 
or worm stage—from ten days to 
three weeks after the time of the ap- 
pearance of the moths In great abun- 
dance. 
To Insure success the field 
should be left as clean and bare as 
passible In order to remove the food 
supply and any shelter 
protecting 
them from the direct rays of the sun, 
which hastens their destruction. 


Clear Fields of Insects. 


If these measures can not be carried 
out without Injury to the alfalfa, 
either from premature cutting or too 
prolonged delay, wait until the alfalfa 
is ready for another cutting. It ought 
to bo possible, however, before the 
summer is passed, to clear the fields 
of this insect In this manner. 


In the eastern states premature cut^ 
ting often results In permanent Injury 
to alfalfa, especially while it Is young, 
and for this reason the cutting of tills 
crop much In advance of the normal 
period Is not recommended. 


As the caterpillar feeds on many 
different plants, ditch banks and fence 
rows should bo kept free from weeds. 


Tho caterpillars have been caught 
readily by dragging n field with a hop- 
perdozer, such as la used for grass- 
hopper outbreaks. It does not hurt tho 
alfalfa when not used to excess, and 
will catch many Injurious Insects. 


EARLY FRUITS MOST DESIRED 


Light Soils With Southern 
Expooure 


Are Best Adapted for Purpose— 
Liable to Injury, 


Early fruits are usually most de- 
sirable, and light soils, \vlth southern 
exposure, are best adapted for that 
purpose. Light sojls, however, require 
heavy fertilizing and more mulch In 
summer. 
They are also more liable 
to Injury to drought. As a rule, they 
produce lighter crops. If clay soil is 
used for early berries, it must bo well 
aralneO. is inovo dllllcuU to prepare, 
matures later cropS/ and is not so fa- 
vorable for winter protection. If earli- 
oess is nut a consideratiun^ then ono 
should not hesitate to us^. any soil, 
provided Jt e^^a be made rich.

Several results af tiaporttimoe to 
weAt«m flheep men have ben aaoer- 
tAinofl by experiraenle at tho g^v^m- 
MdBt Aeep ranch near Dabols, Ida^o« 
wtddi has been In operation two years. 
Fomierty it was cufltamary for range 
äkcop men to discard owes which did 
not bear Iambs when two years old. 
Uxtcnsive Investigations by theMopart- 
m^n of agriculture have developed 
that sutih ewes arc just as valuablo for 
future breeding as those wkich bear 
lamhs as two-year-olds. 


Individual records are kept on the 
government sheep ranch relative to the 
weight of fleece, length of fleece, char- 
acter of fleece, fineness of fiber and 
mutton quality of each animal, while 
detailed account Is maintained of the 
offspring of each'ewe. Tho particular 
ntllity of the results obtahied arises 
from the fact that the flock Is handled 
just as are all similar bands of sheep 
in the hands of Wyoming stockmen. 


Experiments are being conducted to 
develop a type of sheep more suitable 
to tlie western range conditions than 
tho typos now prevalent. It is hoped 
to extend this work in both mutton 
conformation and length and weight of 
fleece. 


There are at present about 1,500 
head of purebred Rambouillets, Lin- 
coln 
Rambouillets, 
Cotswold 
Ram- 
bouillets, Leister Rambouillets 
and 
Romney Rambouillets on the gövern- 
ment ranch. 
Crossbreeding 
experi- 
ments are being conducted with all 
these breeds and crosses, as well as 
tho use of purebred Corrledales, which 
have been mated with crossbred ewes. 


RAISE MORE BREEDING SOWS 


Remarkable 
Evidence of 
Expansive 
Power of Swine Numbers In 
Practical Farming. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Even greater than the record num- 
ber of breeding sows on farms in the 
United States a year tlgo, the number 
on April 1 this year reached the un- 
precedented total of 9,970,000, accord- 
ing to the bureau of crop estimates, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. While the average gain for the 
whole country over last year is only 
0.3 per cent there were gains greater 
than this In most of the states and as 
high as 8 per cent in California. Di- 
minished numbers in the great swine 
states of Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Louisiana and Oklahoma are suiliclent 
to leave barely a gain to the United 
States as a whole. 


Under the pressure of the necessi- 
ties of the war the breeding sows on 
farms April 1, 1918, had been raised 
9.5 per cent over 1917, a remarkabXo

operations; and that this extraordi- 
nary Increase in one year should haJve 
been held the next, and even a little 
exceeded, Is a notable fact In swine 
history. 


KEEP MANURE UNDER COVER 


Amount of Moisture In Pile Can Bo 
Regulated 
Much 
Without 
Danger of Leaching. 


The advantage of keeping manure 
under cover, whether piled on the 
ground or In pit, is that the amount of 
moisture In the pile can be artifieially 
regulated and with less dangtir of 
leaching than If it lies on the ground. 
In the open pit, surplus of moisture 
can not result In loss through leaching, 
but unless water or liquid manure Is 
pumped frequently over the pile It 
will fire fang through heating. 
With 
both leaching and heating guarded 
against, manure can be kept for con- 
siderable periods without serious <Te- 
terloratlon In fertility. However, it is 
always best to get manure onto the 
fields and under the surface as v^oon as 
practical. The best place fof manure 
to rot Is In the soil. 


RYE IS READILY PRESERVED 


Resulting Silage la Not Satisfactory
